Upwards of 1,000 men and wo- 
men from this community are in 
the armed forces and their kin 
and their many friends will joy- 
ously celebrate the war’s end and 
look more hopefully to their early 
return home, 

No general program of celebra- 
tion has been planned and per- 
haps nene will be followed, each 
individual observing his or her 
own way of receiving the great- 
est news ever to come. 

Stores in the Upland district 
may observe a more or less uni- 
form plan in closing to observe 
the event. Each merchant, how- 
ever, will act in accordance with 
his own schedule and to best han- 
dle his own services.

STORE CLOSING 
In general, however, this is the 
suggested closing plan for the 
stores: 


If the war officially ends dur- 
ing business hours, the stores are 
to close immediately for the re- 
mainder of the day; if the official 
announcement ccmes after 6 
p.m., the stores are to be closed 
the following business day. 

This was the plan observed for 
“V-h" day and is the announced 
schedule from the Ontario Busi- 
nessmen’s association for On- 
taric. 

Owen E. Atwoca, president of 
the Upland chamber of commerce, 
and C. Ernest Olson, chairman of 
the merchants’ division of the C.

suggested plan for Upland stores. 
It was pointed out, however, that 
each merchant is privileged tc¢ 
follow his or her own schedule to 
fest meet the requirements,

Until official word comes to the 
contrary, the buSiness of induct- 
ing men into the armed _ services 
will continue, Edgar C. Pierce, 
clerk of the selective service 
board, said today. The next “call” 
for pre-inducticn physical exam- 
ination is set for a week from to- 
day. On August 21 ancther group 
of men will be sent from here to 
induction headquarters to begin 
miptary training August 21.

Allies’ Ultimatum 
Lists Terms for 
Japanese Surrender 


The surrender ultimatum is- 
sued jointly by the United 
States, England ‘and Russia 
late in July called upon Japan 
to give up all of its territory 
except the four major home 
islands. 

It is to these terms, with cer-- 
tain exceptions, that the Japs 
are reported to have accepted. 

‘The ,ultimatum included these 
terms: 

“Limiting the Japanese sovy- 
ereignty to the four major home 
| islands, and such minor islands 
as we determine. 

“Elimination of Japanese. 
leaders who embarked on world 
conquest and destruction of 
Japanese war-making power. 

“Points on Japanese  terri- 
tory to be designated by the 
Allies shall be occupied until a 
new order cf peace, security 
and justice shall be established.”

The area zoned for business on 
Second avenue is large enough to 
serve a growing population south 
of Foothill boulevard and east to 
tne city limits, he stated. 

“So far as the location of busi- 
ness is concerned,” he said, “I 
would be sorry if we encouraged 
extension of business north of Ar- 
row highway. It would be mucn 
better planning to have another 
commercial zone in the western 
portion of the city, rather than 
stringing the development ncrth 
on Second avenue.” 

Commissioner Wiley W. Math- 
er mentioned that with the growth 
of Beulah college, a natural com- 
mereial center will develop and 
remarked that such a condition 
arose in Claremont with the 
growth of Scripps college and Pc- 
mona college. 


Upland School 
Budget of 
$137:175 Approved 


Budget of $137,175 for 1945-46 
operation cf the Upland schools 
was approved by the board of 
trustees meeting Tuesday eve- 
ning in the Upland Elementary 
school library. 

The budget represents an. in- 
crease of $26,895 over last year’s, 
but includes cost of constructing 
additions to the Elementary 
school building and _ increased 
teacher salaries. 

It will necessitate a tax rate 
increase of four cents, frcm 86 
to 90 cents per $100 assessed val-: 
uation. Only $48,568 will be rais- 
ed fronr taxes, however, with the 
remainder coming from state pay- 
ments based upon average daily 
attendance, Chaffey rental of the 
ninth grade classromm and an 
unincumbered credit balance. 

Increased insurance amounting 
to $33,000 was placed with Fred 
E. Draper, bringing the district’s 
total coverage to $513,000.

In the interests of providing 
every possible parking space for 
the general public in the down- 
town retail district, many Up- 
land businessmen today verbally 
expressed the assurance that their 
cars and their employes’ cars will 
be parked on other than Second 
ayenue and Ninth street in the 
future, 

An unofficial canvass conducted 
yesterday by The Upland News 
revealed that a dozen parking 
spaces were occupied by non- 
customer cars throughout most of 
the day on the city’s principal 
business thoroughfares —-Second 
avenue and Ninth street. 

Upland chamber of commerce 
directors in their meeting yester- 
day recognized the fact that the 
parking situatfon here is beaom- 
ing critical. They also recogniz- 
ed the fact that if the non-cus- 
tomer cars were parked else- 
where, the condition would be re- 
lieved, at least tempcrarily. A 
parking-limit city ordinance may 
be suggested if the congestion 
continues, it was pointed out. 

By “non-customer” cars is 
meant the autos used by the mer- 
chants and their employes for 
transportation to and from their 
residences. These cars are fre- 
quently parked at a convenient 
location on the business thorough- 
fares in the morning and remain 
there throughout the day.
